Therefore, as Asano teaches 
two polymer layers are used, Chen teaches that only one must be used. Therefore, one of the Asano polymer layers is a removable 
separation layer. The examiner notes that applicant has not provided any further definition of a "removable separation layer" throughout 
the specification.
